this, that as Fortune hath in a manner reduced aH thc affaires of the 

world into one, and hath forced them to draw to one and the fame 

B end: So the force which dice hath vfed for the perfc<ftion of all publicke 
gouernment, muft be reduced and propounded to the Reader in one 

briefc Hiftory. 

This hath chicfeiy incited and vrged mceto thc enterprife thereof, 
cfpccially for that none of our time hath vndertaken to write a generall

The Romans then after that Pyrrhus and his forces had beeue chafed 

out of italy , taking this Warre to heart, they purfued fuch as had fol¬ 
io wed bis party.

This man after that he had vndcrftood the enterprise of the Trc*, 
fon, revealed it vnto Imilcen : who caufed all the Captaines to bee prc« 
fently called, except fuch as had dipt downe the Wall, apd declared 
vntothem what he had vnderftood of the Trcafon, intrciting them 
they would not fo ignominioufly dcliuer him and the Towne vnto their 
Enemies. Moreouer he made them great promifes,if they would kcepc 
their faith : And when they had all confcnted to that which hce prQ- 
pounded, hcprcfcntly fent Hambsltvi'wh them to paciffegTroope of 
Gaules . This was the Sonne of that other HambaSy who (as we haue 
laid) was hang’d vpon a Croffe in Sardinia, after he bad made that Ioffe ' 
off he Army at Sea.. He hoped well that he would be plcafing vnto 
them, for that had bccne at the Warre with them vndcr his Fathers 

commaund. Hee likewife fent Altxon to other bands off!rangers, for 

that they had great coafidcnce in him. Prefently after hee had affan- 
bled the Companions, he preuailed fo by prayers and promifes t as all 
generally kept their Faith and Friendfhip with the CArtktginftns. 

Wherefore affbonc as the Chicfe of the Trcafon were returned, aad 
g ready to fpeake vnto them, and to relate what they h^d treated with 
the Romans , they not onely denied to cpnfcnt vnto them , but they 
difdamed to heart them, drilling them ftomthc Walles With Darts 
and Stones.

A And wh.cn as Spendiw and LAfetbo vfed very bad fpeeches agarnft 

Gefcm and the Carthaginians , they eafiiy gaue eare vnto them. And 
if any one fought to. diew the contrary, they had not the Parience to 
heart* them, if it were contrary to the opinion of SptnAiua 5 but beat 
them downe prefcntly with Rones. By this meanes the Murthei: was 
great, not onely of Optaynes but of fimple Souldicrs, fo as there 
was nothing heard in the Army during this Mutiny, but ill cryed out 
together, Charge, charge. And although they did this continually,yet 
their fury was greater, when they parted drunke from the Table. By 
this meanes as foone as any one cryed Charge, the Rones flew about,(6 
B asthere was no meanes of Recreate. 1 Wherefore when no Man darft 


/peak any thing in the Aflcmbly, they made cboite by a generall con- 
fern of Math# and Spendius for their Captaincs. And although that 
€ejeett fawthis great trouble and mutiny in the Citnpe, yet he defited 
to prefer the Publicke Vtility before all other thinga. Wherefore fee¬ 
ing that by the mutiny of the Souldicrs increafirfg daily morcand more, 
the Carthaginians were in great danger, he refolued topacifie it, and 
torryeall meanes with the hazard of his life. 


One day he called the H radsof the Confpiracy, another day Tome 
Nation apart, labouring to pacific their fury by prayers and protnifes, 
C But for afmuch as they had not yet rcceiucd the Coroe, which they 
fay d was due vnto them, attd tW they quarrelled continually, Gcfiom 
defifous to reftraine their contempt, them to let downe 

their demaunds to their Captdine Mat ha. At which wot&the Com* 
mons inccnied grew fo irtfolt fit, as they prefently feized vppon all the 
Siluer which was brought thither for their pay,1aying hold vpon Gffcon 
and the Car than mans that were with him. But Math and Spends ms 
Captaynesof the whole Troupe, thought prefent’y to commit foiflc 
Ad of gtcatViHany, to theend that the War might be the morein- 
flame d. And therefoore in commending the infolency of the Souldiera. 
D they tooke with the Moiey all the baggage of the Carthaginians , ad J 
gaue order to tout vp Gefctn with ail his company, after they had done 
them many outrages. 


After this, they made open Waragateft the Carthaginians , with 
the moR cruell Confpiracy * that euer hid becne heard fpeake of vottj 
that day.

Behold how the prouidcncc of the Tribunes preuailed much ; with* 
out doubt the Confull had not made choifc of a place fit to fight: Coa- 
fidering that in ordering the battell vpon the Riuer fide, hee had taken 
from the Romanes the meanes ro march, which is vfuall vnro them. 

Wherefore if during the Combate they had beenc forced to re tyre, JhcT°Ti 
they had all fallen into the Riuer by the errour of the Confull. Yet againft ch« 
they had a goodly Vi&ory by their owne forces, and retyred to Rome i ' utu * n, * u 
with a great multitude of Prifoners and fpoylc. 

The yeare following the G W*/wcikned with fo many battels loft, 

^ fenc in Embaffie to the Romanes for a Peace, making them goodly pro* 
miles. But UHarcns Claudius , mwi Cains Cornthm chofen Confuls, 
vfed all diligence C > draw their Army into tbd * On^^y t t0 t (| Q cnc j 

the Scnife ihouid not ycild vnto it. Wherefore the Gauk* hauing no 
more hope of peace, being as it were in defpaire, ray fed a new Army, 
and io f ertayncd thirty thoufand Ge(fates , who,as we haue fayd , dw«U GAc^laJ. 
on this fide i he Rhine, hauing them all ready and in Artnes attending 
thedefeentof the Romanes. When as the Confuls were entred the 
iMtSannoa Country in the Spring, they befiegrd the Tovrne of A- 
cerrm , which lyes betwixt the foe and the Jlpes. And although it ^" r ^ bcGe * 
D were not in the power of the Uiiannois to fuccour the befi:ged, for gC 
that the Romanes held the piffages : Yet their full intent being ro 
raifethefiege, they caufeapartof their Army to pafle the Foe 7 to 
whom they giue charge to bcfi^gc Cla^idium , a Towne belonging to cMUiumb c j 
r the Allies of th o Romanes, hoping by this meanes the Gonfuls lhotdd £vcfic *

Then the Milannois purfu* 

ing them, began to charge them in the Rcarc, andmakeagreat ftjugh- 

ter; whereof lomefled,vntill that Cornelius turning headagtinft the 
Enemy with the Ltgions , encouraged the whole Army to fight. Who 

willingly obeying the Conluls comcnaundmcnt, fell with great jury 
vpon the Gaults , who hauing lately bernc lo often beaten, made no 
long refiftance, but prclently turned head, and recouered th a^dlpes. 
Cornelius purlued them, fpoylirg the whole Courtrey, and from 
thence hee marcht to Milan, which he tooke by force , and brought 

kvndcrthc Romans obedience. 



After alhhcfc defeats, the Princes ofthe Gaulcs feeing there was no 
more hope in their affaires, fubmitted themfclues to the will of the Ro¬ 
mans, Thus ended the Warrc ofthe Cattles, hauing neuer vnto this 
day heard fpeakc nor read of a greater, be it for the obftinacy of cou. 
rage, or the refolution of Souldicra , or the cruelty of battels, of 
thegreac fLughterof men, or the greatnefleof Armies : Although 
thecounlell , theentcrpiize, and the daily aduicc were vnprofitable: 

For that the Gaults mamage their affaires by rage and fury,not by rca- p 

fon. Of whom we might hauc configured in how ftiorta time they ^ 
hauc beenc chafed out of*fc«iroiturall Countrey by the it omans, in 
leauingthem* /hull portion within the stiffs ^ wee hauc thought it 
goohr^ relate fummarily their firft atrctnpts, the fucccffe of affaires, 
and finally their laft mines : For that I hold it fitting for a Hiftory, to 
mike fuch accidents knownc to tbofc of furure times i to the end that our 

men for wiat of knowing them, may not eafily fear e the rafli defeent* 

which Barbarians doe often make : and that they rather try their for¬ 
tune, than to omit any thing that is neceffary, nor to fubiedl them- 
fclues vnto there : Ceitainly fuch people arc eafily and without diffi- r> 
culry broken and defeated „ if they refift their fir ft fury.

murthers and fcduion,by a ftrangc alteration of Common, wcalcs; whofe

Princes were wickedly flaine. And thereforeEmbafTadours came from 
all parts to pacifictheir debates. Who leauing all thercfhthcy leferr’d 
tfaemfelucs in all their quarrels to that which the Achtins fhdjjld 
decree. Soone after they refolued to vfe their Lavvcs, aad to frame 
their Common-wealth like vnto theirs. Without doubt the Cretoni • 
Ates, Sybarites ,znd Caulmitts^ after they had-tided their quarrels in a 
friendly manner, edified a Temple in publiquc,to inner Or/urtc 

where they might affembJe the people, and giue them iuttiu<aions , 

Morcoucr bailing accepted the Inftitmions and Lawes of Jjc Achtins,

the tyranny of Denis of SjracufA and the Gautcs, who at that bme fpoi- 
led the Countrcy, hindered them from bringing their tmerwize to au 
end. Moreouer,after the defeatc of the UctdemmU.n UyooJ all fop*,. 
before Luttres, and that they of Thebes hid already troubled the Em- 

pirc of gretce, there was a great mutiny and a flraiigccombuftitn 

throughout all Greece, namely,betwixt ch e Lacedewrn**, and the 
ThebAins ; For that the L&cedemeniAns concciucd they hud beene vua- 
quiftied, and the others did not thinkc th*y lnd gotten the Victory. 
Notwithftanding cither of them by a common confeac made choice of 
B ^ tdeheins among all the Grecians y to whole Judgement theyfub- 
nutted thcmfelues touching thcii quarrels, not halting fo much regard 
to their forces er power (for in truth it was the lead ot all the Prouin- 
cesof Greece) astothefaithand iufticcofthe people, which at that 

time was hold great in the opinion of th« World.' Itistrne. they had 
then but hare virtue, hauiog done nothing worthy of fame or eftima- 
tt»n: Wherefore their commiaalty did not inercafe much for that 

they had not any Lord which was worthy to gouerne them, for that 
they hadbcene alwaics kept voder by the Empire of the Uuiemmm.

liberty, and the common accord of Morea . But wc fhall fee it more 
^ plainly by their adions. 

All thtfc Cittics which we haue named, did administer the Com¬ 
mon-wealth from the beginning hue and twenty ycarcs with the A~ 
chans , nuking choyle of one f^ueftor and two Captaines. After*, 
wards they refolued to haue but one, who fhuild hiue the charge of 
their principall affaires. But Gerynee was the fi ft which had this ho- Gcrynet. 
nour. When his foure yeares were expired, pirate the Stcyonien wa6 
chofen at the age of twenty yeares. Who prefently by his Angular Arate ' 
Virtue, and great courage,freed the Country from Tyrants, and refto- 
red the Common-weak h of the Acheins , to the tvhich from the be¬ 
ll ginning he bare a great affe&ion. Some time after hauing gouerned 
eight yeai es, he was chofen againe: \nd then he beganne to tfiinke of T « „ 

the meancs by the which he might take the Furt of Carimhe , which cwT.k.n 

Anttgonus then held. The which after he had effc&ed, he freed all b y Aratet 

Morea from great fcarc: And when as the Corinthians w’re freed from 

Tyranny, he ioyned them to the Acheins. Some few dayes after he 
did the like to the Mega^eins. 

Thefe things hapned the yearebefore the battell of the Carthagini¬ 
ans t by the which they were forced to abandon Sicily , and ro piy 
tribute vnto the Romanes. When as Arate had in a fhortcimc finiflr. d 

P all his mterpiifes, he (pent the remainder of his life in the coucrnmenc 
ot / hc Common weale, ftudyingiiy .Unrv-aaeshowto chafe the Ma¬ 
cedonians w.sA Morea, roruiacthe Kings, andro the com¬ 

mon liberty of the Country. And therefore he refifad the 
andpradifesof Antigonus Gonote , whileft he liued, and the coue- 
tcufm fle of the Etolitns , who with Antigonus grew fo audicious and 
cu:r-wct ning , as they were not afhamed todiuide betwixt them by % 
common content the Townes of Acheta.

people into one Common-wealth, feemed incredible to the whole 
World. 


^ For as foone as Arate was eutred, he forbad his men to touch their 

good : Calling the BurgcfTes afterwards together, wifhing them not 
tocare, and that they fhouldinioy their goods, and be affinedtoliue 
in peace, as long as they were vnder the Acheins Common-weale. 

The Mantiniens who feemed to be without hope, were wonderfully 
reioyced at the words of Arate : Wherefore they prcfently changed 
their opinion, receiuing thofc into their Houfes, to whom formerly tonic Mann* 
they hadbeenedcadiy enemies, with whom they did communicate nicnh -> 
their Goods and Wealth. Finally, they omitted nothing of that 
which feemed neceffary for the feeling of a firme friendftiippe • and in 
B truth it was not without caufe. I doe not know if eucr any fell into the 
hands of more gracious enemies, or being falne inro fo great inconue- 
mences, hauerelieued and railed themftlucs wiih fo little Ioffe : the 
which proceeded from the humanity of Arate and the Acheins. After¬ 
wards feeing a farre off the feditions which were renewed amongft 
them, and the pra&ize of the Eteliens and Lacedemonians , they fend 
an Embaffic to the oAcheins feo dcliuer their Town into their proteftion 
and to receiue a Garrifbn. Who prefently Ieuied three hundred men, 
and fent them to c Mantinea , thefe three hundred men of the Acheins 
nation , leauing their Countrey and all their eftates, they remained 3t 

r Mantinea to prderue their liberty. They had moreouer two hundred 
Souldicrsthat wereftrangers* 

Soone after there grew a fedition among the Uami^ns ; wherfore 
they called the Lacedemonians , deliuering them the Towne • and to 
the end their wickedneffe might be full and compleat, they murthcred 

all the ^Acheins • a crime which was moft execrable. For feeing they Q 
would Ieaue the party and friendfhip of the l Acheins ^ they (houldac 
the lead haue fent backe the Garrifon fafe into their Country. Ic is g 
Cuftome which egemies obferue daily by a Common Law. But to the 
end they might with more eafe (hewe their affe&ion to Cleomenes and 
D the Lacedemaaians, there proceeded to this great cruelty and bafenefle, 
who io breaking the Law of Nations would not (pare their Friends.

Hee faith moreouer, that the Lacedemonians made a fpoilc within 
Megalopolis of three Millions, and fixe hundred thoufand Crowncs, 
whereof Cleomenes according to the cuftome had twcluc hundred 
thoufand. But who will not maruailc- at the beafthnefleand ignorance 
ofthisman, touching the Riches and power of Green : thewhich 
arc things which an Hiftoriographer ought to know. Truely, I dare 
boldly affirme, that they could not gather together this Summe in all g 
More* , out of the money of all their moueablcs, excepting their per- 
fons : I meane not in the time when it was impouerifhed by the op- 
prefftons of the Kings of Utfaccdony , and by the diuers Warres which 
they had amongft themfclues, but at fuch time when as all the Townes 
were firmely vnited together, and when as Fortune feemed tofmileon 
them. But to fhew that what wee fay, proceeds not from ouer. wee¬ 
ning or want of rcafon, it appeares thus. Who knowes not that when 
the^^c/;^ioynedtothc Tbcbcws, made Warre againft the Lacedc* 
womans , and that they were to raife an Array of ten thoufand men, 

and another at Sea ofan hundred Triremes, and that they had calcu¬ 
lated the charge, it not onely emptied their publicke Gofers, but al-C 

fo their houfes and the whole Prouince : and that finally, they could 

hardly draw together three Millions, and fixe hundred thoufand 
Crowncs, whereof there wanted an hundred and fifty thoufand.

charged one another with fuch fury, as there were flaine feauen fcore 
Horle as well Romans as Gaules , and aboue two hundred Numidi-> 

*ns. The 7?ww4/wpurging ihc Carthaginians vnto their Cam£e, Adefcatcof 

where hauing diligently obftruedall, they returned to the Confull, ihc Nwr.uiuns 
and reported certaine nevves of the Enemy, and of the Combat they K^' 74 " 
had with the Numidians, Which things being heard , TublinsCor - 
r.dins feeing that his flay there, would bee of no great moment, im- 
barkes his Baggage : and parting with all his Troupes along the 
Bankes of Rhone , and makes hafte as if hee would giue battell to thc

Finally, they tied vnto thefe laft two other long floats gently, to 
the end they might bee eafily vntied i to the which were faftned cer¬ 
taine Cords, wherewith they might drawe the Beats to the other 
Bankc, after they fhould bec vntied from the other floats. Finally, 
they couercd them all with Earth, to the end that thc Elephants 
might march vpon them without fcare as vpon thc Land. This E- 
quipage being prepared, they brought the Elephants, who hadbeene

^Arcadians, concerning Lajjion and tips, they were forced to vnder- 
take War for the defence of their Countrey,and to leaue rheir firft man¬ 
ner of liuing,thev cared no more to refume that ancient and herecuca. 

A ry liberty giuen them by the Grecians , remaining in the fameeftarc, 
and making a bad difeourfe of the time to come. For if any may hauc 
from the Grecians (in obferuing right and iuftice) pe?ce and quiet- 
nefleforeuer, which is a thing which wee all demand of chc imraor- 

rallGods, and for the which wee endure any thing, and which all the 
world confefteth to bee an vndoubted good, and yet they conremne it, 
and doc nor cftcemc it, or hold fome other thing in greater recommen¬ 
dation, are not they to be held fooles and mad men? But fome one 
will fay vnro mce, that they which fhall hold this courfe of life, fhall 
not be able to defend themfclues,whcn thev fliall beoppreft with War, 
g or fome other outrage. This without doubt happens feldome, and if it 
doth, they may be defended and reiieued by all the Grid. ns. And if it 
be a particular offence it will be no difficult thing to Ieuic men with the 
money which they hauc gathered Together by long peace and reft. BuC 
now fearing that which happens feldome, and beyond all humane 
confidcntion, theyconfume tbemfclucsand their Countrcy in con- 
tinuall Warre and troubles Wee hauc thought good to relate rhefe 

things of the Blienfes • for there was neuer rime,wben as a greater oppor¬ 
tunity wasoffred, to rccouer this liberty from all the Grecians ,then at 
this day. The people then as wee haue faid, dwelt in all aflfurance. 
q Wherefore there were taken by the Macedonians a great number of

Philip was held excellent in Elcqucnceand fweetnes of fpcech to per- 
i wade his Souldiers, and of great wifedome and courage in the profef- 

fion of Armcs.notonely m the iudgement of Souldiers,but of all Morea: 

neither was it ea.fi e to fir.de a King which had fo many gifts of Nature. 

He was a man of great diligence,memory,and of a good afpecf,acd held r 
him worthy of an Empire, in whom there was a royali power, a great 
force, and an incredible courage in a<5tions of YVarre, and as he layd the

But I know not what to fay of that which foliowes : For they ruined 
all the Cloyfters and (lately Houfcs, and oucr-thrcwall the ornaments 
which had becne made with great care and Charge, calling to minde 
that which the Etolitns had done, at the Temple of letter Dodmee. 
They not onely confumed the building by fire, but they ruined all the D 
Walles j And withall they ouer-threw and bcate in peeces about two 
thoufand Images, yet they would not touch thofe which had the fi¬ 
gure or inscription of one God. They had graucnvppon the Walles. 
when as the dexterity of Same, the fonne of chrifrgene ( who had 

beenc nurft with the fame milke that the King)beganne to fhew it felfe.

The King and his Friends thought they had done well, and that by 

meancs they had reuenged with the like rccompcnce the execration 
which the Etolens had made vnto God. But for my ownepart, 1 

a n of another opinion . andeucry man may iudgewhither 1 hauc rea- 
fon, calling vnto minderhe example of Kings of the fame Line and 
not of other Races. When as i^Anttgonus had chafed away Cleome - T* pn,te 
A ms King of the Lacedemonians and was Lord of Sparta , hee forhare wanu'STil* 
ro vie toy outrage or cruelty to the Lacedemonians , and carried him- 
felfe not onely Ike a moderate and temperate man, but was alfo gra¬ 
cious vnto his Enemies : And returned inro his Countrey leauing the 
Lacedemonians in their full liberty, doing them many fauours, D both 
in general! and perticular. So as they not onely tearmed him at that 
time their Bcnefaflor, but likewife after his Death they called him 

their Sauiour : So as hee not onely purchafed Prayfe and immor- 
t hi g ory with the Lacedemonians , but likewife withall other Nations, 

Moreoucr Philip who firft inlarged the Reaime of CWacedc*) , and 

D made the name of his Race great, hee did not winne the Atheniani 
(after that hee had Vanquifbcd themin cheronia) fo much by Armes, 

as by hismilde courie of liuing, and thefwectneflcand gentkncflc of 
his Nature. 

It is true, that hee Vanquiffied thofe that came againft him to Bat- 
wile .* and had wonnethe Athenians arid their Citty: Not by acontinu- 
snee of iiis Choller and indignation againft the Vanquifhtd, but in 
fighting with his Enemies vntill occafion were offered to fhew his mild- The • ur *cfitof 
ndTc and Vertue : For hee fent vnto the Atbemns(who had done him 
mny wrongs) their Prifoncrsfree, and caufed fuchashad beCne ftaine TcXZ 7 , 
C wthe Battailc to bee interred, foliating the ^Athenians afterwards 
lo carry away the bones vnto the Sepulchers of their Aurttcftort! 

And afterwards lending back e the fa yd bones!, and many fl aUes freed 
being lightly attired with i^Antipate *, bee decided a great bufinefle by 

hisinduftry : So as the vntamed hearts of the Athenian: being Ven- 

$uifhid by his magnanimity, they were alwaies after obedient vnto 
him, and ready to fatiific his defires»; What did lA lexandefy whOfe^ T ^ L%< 
£holIawa*fo great againft the Thtbam^ as hee mad* all theCita- 
zens {hues: and razed their Citty vnto the ground, reducing forte of 
their Princes into feruitude^fendin^ otbersinto Banifhment * ancTtafcing 
all theii Wealth i Yet his fage and fury did not fo farre exceede as 
D to force and violate the Temples of the immortal! Gods, 

poffibie diligence, tokeepe his mcn iftiom committing any difordcr 
4 fid villany hJ .*t. And whenibee paft into AJU % to renenge the outages 
which the Perftans had ddrte Vnto the Grecians, hee puttilhed the me ft 
Which had committed them -; according to their deforrs i but b^e tou¬ 
ched not the Temples i Although th eftrjidns had longed the

When PtolomyfutMmedPfaUpater , had feized vpon the Empire Of 
£iypt>*foctthc death of his Father, and had made away his Brother 
with his adherents, (thinking there was no more caule Of feat c ia his 
Family, for the afore-faid crime:) and that for ftrangers, Fortune had 
in good time affined all things, confidcring the death of Kjfntigonm 
and Selcncu*: to whofe Realmes Antioch** and Philip had fuccCcded 
who were fcarce eighteenc yceres old) he abandoned birofelfe to pfea- 
furcs, whofe example the whole Countrey followed. For this caufe his 
D ownc people made no efteeme ot him. And not onely his fubiafts, bur 
alfothi reft which mannaged the affaires both within and without 
gypt. The Lords of the lower Sjrria^ nd of Cypret, haue made Warre 
igainftthe Kings of £;r/4,as well by Sea as Land.They alio which hold 
the chiefe Cities, places,and Ports which are along the Sea-coafts,from 

Pampbilia vnro Hellcfpdnt^ and the Country of Lypmacbia, confined wirh 
the Principalities of A ft a and the Hands. And as/or T hracia and Mace* 
deny , the Princes of En$s\ nd c Mar onto , and of Townes that were 
more remote, had alwayes an eye ouer them* Wherefore imploying

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their forces, to affaile forreine Frinccs, fane from their Rcalmes, 
they were not troubled for the Empire of Egypf . Their chiefc care 
then was for the VVarres of forreine Countries. In regard of this King 
of whom wee fpcake, there were many in a fhort time, who for his in¬ 
famous Ioues, and ordinary exceffe in drinking, had an eye vpon him 
andhisReaime. Amongft rhe which Cleemtncs of Leccdcmen was the 
c# cSwiwm** He made no alteration whileft that ihc other King liued, who 
vpQnpttiomj* was furnamcd Bentfalior ; as if he were per fw a ded, that during his life 

he ftjould wantno mcanes to reconquer his Realrae. 

But when asaftcr his death, the affaires requited his prefence, An- A 
t;genus being alfo dead : And that the \Ai.htim with the LMscedoni- 
Mm made Warrc againft the Lactdtmomnns, w hich they raaintaine ac¬ 
cording vnto that which hce had aduifed them in rhe beginning, bciog 
allied to the Etelitns : Then hec was forced to ihinke ol his departure 
from AlexMndri *. Wherefore hec firft folicircd the King to fend 
them backs with an Army and (ufBcient munition. And when as the 

King would not giue care vnro it, he intreated him at the leaft to fuf- 
fer him to depart with ins family, for the time was now come, when as 
great oprortunitks wereoffred to recouer his Fathers Realme . The 
King neither confiiieriiig the prefenc, nor fore-feeing the future, forthe R 
caules abouefpecified, like an ouer-weening man, and without iudge- 
ment.neucr made any alec me of cUemtnes . But Sefibius (who chiefc. 
ly gouerned all the affaires of the Kinjdome at that prefent) holding a 
Co uncell with his Friends, was not of aduice to fuffer elements to goe 
with an Array at Sea, and munition, difdaining forreine affaires, and 

holding this charge loft* confidcring the death of Antigonus : fearing 

like wife that this death being fo frclh, the way might be made eafie to 
ftirre vp fome Warre: And there being no man found to refill Cleemt - 
net y he would fooncmake himfelfe Lord of all the Curies in Greece.

So as taking another way, hec returned ro the 
Cam pc at the breake of day, the which was the chiefe caufe of great 
trouble in his Army : For they awaking with this fuddaine and fliort 
rcturne of their Companions, they were fo rerrified and amazed , as 
they were in a manner ready to flic and abandon their Campe. Melon \ 
when the trueth wasknownc and well peredued, pacified this terrour 
and amazement what hce could, info fhort a (pace, although it in fome 
part incrcafed frill. 

The King being ready to fight, drawes his Army toficlde at the 
breake of day , and on the right Wing hce fees the Launccs, vnder the 
Commaund of At d:s , a man of great experience in the Warre. To 
whom hcegaue for a fupply the Candyots his Allies, and after them the 
Oanies and Rbigofages; who were followed by the Souldiers of Greece , 

and finally by 3 great battalion of Footc-men, la regard of the left 


Wing, hegaueittorhe Allies, which were all on horfc-backe. Hee 
likewife fet the Elephants in Front betwixt the two Wings, bceing ten B 
in number. In regard of the fupplies of Horfc and Foote diftribu- 

ted on eyther Wing , hce giues them charge to whccle about, and 


to compaffc in the enemy, as foone as the Battaile (hould beginfle to 

charge. 

After all this hee encourageth the Souldiers, telling them in few 

words what was neccflary for the prcfcnc: And he giues to Hermes and 
Zeuxis the leading of the left Wing, and takes the right vnto himfelfc. 

On the other fide Uitolen drawes his Army to Field with great difficul¬ 
ty • and puts it but ill in Battailc, by reaibn of the diforder which had 
happened in the night.

At the fame time the Commander of the Acbeins Sea-army, hauing 
failed often to Calidon and Naupacle , (poiledtne whole Coumrey, and

that he was a friend to me Acbeins >hzd no harmc : but within fewdaies 
after was freed without ranfomc. At she fame time Agete Chiefc of the 
Eteliens^ffcmbkd a Troupe of them,putting the Country of the Acar« 
n.wUnsxo fire and fword^nd fpoiled the Country of Epirus.This dotje, 
he rcturncs horac,giuing leaue to the Souldiers to retire to their houlcs.

When as fhiltp had by this meancs allured the Countries of lM agnejta 
and Tl'tJfaljt he cooke rhe beft of the Etoliens goods, and thruft thcan- 
c ient I:.Habitants out of rhe rowne,rc-pcopIing it with Macedonians, and 
changing its name ot'Thebes, he called it PhtUopolis . Whileft that Philip 

flayed in this City, thcrecame Embafladours from Cbios, Rhodes, Can * B

had formerly done, (that he had bccncalwaics willing to hearken toa 
peace)he lent them away, giuing them charge to vnderftand the will of 
the Etoliens For his part he made no reckoning of peace,being rcfolued 
to continue his attempts.

few, confidering the great defeateof the Romans which Hanutbaikad 


made. Demetrius vfingthefe meanes, perfwaded the King, who was 
but young, and of a high fpirit, aud too defirous of rule. 

Afterwards PhiUp called his Counccll, and began to aduife touching 
a peace with the T/o//V*v. To the which ^Arate would willingly baue 
aflifted: the King prcfently lent Clet mice from Naupafle to th g Etoliens, 
A not expe&ing the Embafladours, to propound publiqueiy the Conditi¬ 
ons of a Peace: For he found Arete after the taking of Thebes, attending 
the Diet of the Ache/ns. In the meanc time he cooke (hips at Corint be, 
with the Bands of Foot-men^cd came to Eg/a, and from thence to hap¬ 
pen, whereafter he had taken a Tower in the Peripes , hee made (hew 

to enter into the Elienfes Countrcy : to the end they fliould not thinke 
that he much affeAed a peace. And when as Cleomtce had returned 


twice or thrice, and that the Etaliens intreated the King to goe vnio 
them, he willingly yeelded thereunto. Then fending Letters fpcedily 
to all the Townes of the Allies, the great fire of the Warre being now 
quenehr, he aduertifed theratofend Embafladours to compound and 
B make a peace with the Etoliens. And in the interim he tranfports his Ar¬ 
my,and.plant ed his Campe nearc vnto Panormus, which is a Port of Mo- 
tea right againft Nattpefte , expecting the Embafladours of the Allies. 
Whileft they aflerablcd, he went to Zacyntht , and pacified the differen¬ 
ces of that Hand, then fuddainly he returned to the fame place. When 
the Embafladours were met,he fent Arate an dTaurion with fome others 


to the Etoliens, who being come vnto them (for they were aflembled at 
Nenpatfc) they had f©me conference: where vnderftanding the defire 
they had of peace, they returned fpeedily to Philip, and aduertifed him 
thereof. The Etaliens defiring it wonderfully, fent an Embaflie with 
C them vnto the King, intreating him to come vnto them with his Army, 
to the end their differences might be the better and fooner decided- 
Pb/l/p woae by their intreatics, failed with bis forces to a place twenty 
furlongs from Nanpafte. There landing with his men,after he had forti¬ 
fied his Campe and fhips with Ditches and Pallifadocs, hec flayed the 
comming of the Etoliens . Who came mto the King without Armes: 
And making a ftand two Furlongs from his Campe, they prefently fen* 
men to confcrre of the differences which they had at that time. The 


King fent firft vnto them all thofe which were there prefent for the alii, 
ed Cities,giuing them charge to conclude a peace with them,vpon coo- a PM ccbe* 
Edition,that hereafter cueryman fhould keepe that which he prefently «w«c pm? 

held. And when they had fo concluded,thcy afterwards fent many Mef- 
fages for the particular adfions of cither fide. Of which things we haue 
willingly omitted the greafeft part,for that there is nothing feemes wor¬ 
thy ot memory yet I haue thought good to relate in few words the re- 
monftrances which Agelaus of Nanpatte made to the King & the Allies.

proofe not only by reafons, but alfo in effeft ; For that Ljcurgus hath 
firfteftabliftied the Lactdemontias Common-wealth in that manner. 

Neither muff we rhinke that theft Gouernmcnts are alone : For wee 
haue feene fomc Monarchial! and Tyrrannous, who although they dif¬ 
fer much from a Royall, yet they ieerae to haue fomething common 
with them; the which our Monarches imagine, vfurpiug with all their 
power the name of King. Moreouer the Olygarchicall Common- 
A weales, which haue beenc in great number, feeme to haue fome cor- 

refpondency with the Ariftocraticall ♦ although they differ much. The 
like we muff iudge of a Democracy. And to prooue it true, it will be 
apparent hereby. 

Wc muff not hold a Monarchy for a Raigne: but onely that which is A t u 

voluntary, andgouernedmoreby a Common confent then by fearenaKh*,^' 

and violence. Neither muff we hold eqery Olygarchy for Ariftocra- 
cy; but that only which according to the Election is manoaged by the A truc A " a °t 
wifeft and beft men, neither muff that be allowed for a Democracy , CMCy ' 
where as all the Commons haue power to do what they wil and pfeafer 
but where as the auncient cuftome and vie is to honour the Gods, to do 
B good vnto their Parents, to reuercnce old men, and to obey the Liwes. 

Then they will call a Common-weale Democraticall, when as theADtmomcji 
Commons fhall accept of that which many allow of. Wherefore we 
muff fay that there are fixe kinds of Gouernments : We haue already 
ipoken of three Common to all the World: The other three are ncere kinJl of 
vnto them , rhat is to fay a Monarchy, Olygarchy, and Ochlocracy, Gouciruaencf. 
The fuff whereof is a Monarchy, rifing naturally without any efta- 
b'ifhtnenr. From whence doth grow a Royall Gouernment,by order gouc.Ti^^ 
and good dirc&ion. But when the Royall changcth into its neighbour of o« e aio^« 
vices, as into Tyranny, then by the abolishing thereof an Ariffocracy b y‘ Ca t c » 

C takes its being :the which naturally changeth into Olygirchia. And 
When the Commons reuenge with fury the Gouernours iniufticr, then 
growes a Democracia. For the outrages and iniquities whereof, in 
rime it proouesan Ochlocracia.

gcr in fight, being in a manner naked. Moreouer, their forked Duelings gUwm 
were vnprofitable for two refpefts: For firft they m&de rhem flender 
and fit to dart, fo as they could not take their aime, and many times 
they were broken before the point could fticke, for that they were con¬ 
tinually (haken with the trottingof the Horfes: and withallthcy were 
C of no vfc but to thruft forward, being vnarraed at the other cad. In 
truth they were of no feruice after they were broken. They had alfo 
Targets made of the hydesof Oxcn,likc vntopufc vp Cakes, which 
they vfualiy make at Sacrifices: The which they could not well vfc In 
fight, for that they were not firme, but fwefd With taine. By this 
meancs they grew vnprofitable. Wherefore as the vfc did not feeme 
good, they prefemiy chaagcd, imbracingthc fafhiofiof the Grecian 
Armes, in die which the thruft with a Dueling is fuddaincandcerraine, 
neither is it without effaft, for that it (hakes not, but is firmc. Moreo- 
ucr, in turning the point behind, the vfe is firmeand violent: Their Tar-

It hath alwaics happened to the u Athenians , like vnto fhips vnfurnL 
(bed of Pilots. For when the Company refoluc to agree, and to obey 
the Gouernour ofthe (hip, either for fcare of Enemies, or for the dan¬ 
ger ofaftorme, they performe their duties cheerefully. But when 
through arrogancy they begin to difdaine their Gouernours,and to mu. 
tine,for that the fame things doe not pieafe all men .• fo as fome haue a 
will to (tile, others to force the Pilot to goeto harbour, and that fome 
lay hold of the Oares, and call vpon him to ftrfaile: this caufeth an in¬ 
famous fpedhcle to thole which behold it, by reafon ofthe mutuall dif- 
A cord and mutiny. The humour of rhofe which arc Companions in 
the Nauigation, hath noftay: wherefore flying many times the great 
depth ofthe Sea, and great ftormes which doe vfually arife, they faile 
along thcfliore. The like hath often happened to the sJtbe?}ia*s. For 
as they hauc fome times repcil'd by the virtue of their people and 
Commanders, great and greiuous calamities, yet they haue err'd won¬ 
derfully by their great rafhnefle and iodiferetion, hauinga profperous 

gale and all things fucceflefuIJ. Wherefore it is not needfull to hold a- 
ny longer difeourfe, neither of it nor of the Thebeins : where the Com- 
mons attempt all things according to their ownc humours, chefirftbe. 

D ing brutifl) and rude, andthis other accuftomed to violence and fury, 

Commingthen to that of the Candjotts^ it is fit to know two things’ 
why the moft learned among the ancient writers,-as Ephorue ^Xenophon 
Calltsihenes , an d Plato , fay firft that it is like and the fame with that of 
the Lacedemonians , and fecondly that it is commendable: For neither 
of them feemes true in my opinion: The which may bee concerned by 

that which followed, ihewing firft that it differs 5 they fay char the 
Lacedemonians haue this proper 5 that it is not lawfull for one man to 
haue more land then another,being necelTary for euery BurgcflTe to haue 
an equal! portion of lands in the Cittie. Secondly that hee istabee 
C amweed as a wicked man , that hath greater pofleffions then the reft; 

By thismeanesambitio&is wholly or in part rooted out of this Com- 

mon-weale. Thirdly,tbeir Kings enioy iheCrowne for euer: and they 
onlyforlife,whomtheycall ancients t By wka m and with whom all Th e w*. 
the affaires of the Common* weale are mannaged. In regards the Can- monim Cuin«* 
Mots, all the things arc gouerned by contrary mean cs. For the Lawes m ° a wcalc “ 
allow them to pofiefle what Lands they can get.* by this raeines Excel- The Common 
lency is in efteeme amongft them, fo as thepofteffion of Lands is not wcalco * Car,(l) 
onely held neceflary, but alfo moft honeft. 

Finally, the defire of infamous andauaritious gaine is fo powerful 3. 
mongft them, that among all mortall men onely the Candiots find no 
D kind ofgainc worthy of blame: Although that in that which concernes 
their principality, they fiauean Annall and Democraticall goueroment: 

fo as we are in doubt, and wonder often, how Writers haue dcljucred 
them vnto vs to be familiar and as it were Germaines j feeing they haue 

fo contrary a Nature .- Neither hauc they without doting ordained fo 
many differences, not lightly, but with a great (hew of words .-faying 
t hat onely Lienrgue among the Ancients, bad’aim'd at firraeadd roll’d 
things: And that as there arc two mcancs for the prefer uation of euery

Corarr.an-wealc, which arc force againft the Enemy, and muruall con¬ 
cord and agreement among themfelues: that in chafing auaiice, hee 
had withall taken away all ciuill difeord and mutinic: and ihatby this 
mcancs ihcLacedcmoniins being freed from theft mifchicfes,h 2 ue better 
then any other Grecians gouerned their Common-weale, and with grea¬ 
ter vnion. And although the Candyotfs bee of this aduice parralelling 
thcmfelues, Yet they thinke it concernes them nothing, liuing in many 
publlquc mutinies,murthers and ciuill warre by their naturall auaricc, 
prefuming' "to fay that thefe two Gcucrnmenfs are alike. Efkartes fpea- »A 
king of thefe two C ommon-weales,vfcth the like fpeech, except their 
names : If any one doth not obferue the propper names, who can dip 

cernc whereof hec fpeakes. Thefe are the caufes for the which in my 

opinion they differ. 

Wee will now fhcwthcrcafonsforthc which the Candjttts Com. 
mon-weaithjdoth not feeme commendable nor worthy to be immita- 
tcd. I conceiue that ofeuery Common-wealth their are two Principles, 

for the which their efface and power is defired or detefied : Which are 
[heir manner of liuing and their Lawcs. That is to bee defired and the 
heft, by the which the life of men in priuate is made religious and he- g 
ncft,and the common courfe of liuing in the City gracious and iuft. Fi¬ 
nally thatjs to be detefied and auoyded, w here they doe the contrary. 
And as we iudge confidently that the men of a Common-wealth apply 
thcmfelues to virtue, when we ftc their courfe of life, and the lawcs to 
fauour of honefty in fomc of them : So we may with reafon fay, that a 
Common* weale is altogether depraoed,afwell by the lawes, as by their 
courfe of liuing, when we ftc any giuen tocouetoufncfic,and the publike 
Arts vniufi.

Morcoucr you fhall not findc ahy lines in priuate more cunning and 
crafty, nor enterprizes more vniufi then among the Candictts , except 
feme few. Whereof we approue it by this companion, the reafon why q 
we hold their Common-wealth not to belike the Lacedmonians^ox to 
b e chofen,or worthy to be followed. I fay moreocer that ?lattes Com¬ 
mon-weale is not to be preierr'd. Although that (ome of our Pbilofo- 
phers make great efteeme. As we doe not receiue among handicrafts¬ 
men, nor wrcftlers, thofe which hauc not cxcercifed their bodies, nor 

bcene accufiomed to wrefiling. So we may not receiue this: So as com¬ 
pared with the former,wc may not bring it in compedition,before wee 
fee fomc effc&s.I will for the prefent oncly propound this :!f wee muft 

cfieemcandparralellictothe Commoo-weales cf Lscedcmcn, Rme, 
and Carthage, , it were euen as if a man fhould propound an Image, to be ^ 
compared with men that are liuing and animated. For although he de- i 
femes commendation of his Art, yet the companion of things which 

be dead, with the liuing, feeme to the eye poorc and cbfcurc. Leauing 
them therefore let vs refume to the Lacedemonian Common-wcale. 


Licurgta without doubr, feemes to hauc made the law, and well proui

fimplc and common courfe of liuing, fhould caufe a medeft life in pri¬ 
uate,and make a City quiet and peaceable.

Being cer- 
tamc that thefe two which are magnanimity and temperance, concur¬ 
ring together in a priuate perfon or a City, malice can hardly creepe in 
amongil them, or be drawne from their neighbours. By thefe meanes 
the Common-wealth being fetlcd, it hath procured fafety to all the 

Country ofLactdemon^nd a very durable liberty. But as for that which 
concernes theconqueft, and principality ouer their neighbours, and 
A finally the enterprize of a warre, it feemes he neucr thought of it: but 
onely that they fhould bring in a certaine friendfhip or refolution, by 
t he which the common courfe ofliuing of the City, fhould reft con- 

^ ^heir moderate efiate,euenas their liucs in priuate were mo- 
deft,and contented with their choifc. And although hce had infiituted 
lnfufhforr, as they were freed from ambition, and were very wife af- 
wcll in priuate as in the common courfe of their liuing in the City : yet 
he hath left them towards the other Grecians more then ambitious, and 
of an mfaciable defire to raigne, with an ext 7 eame auarice: So as it is 
partly notorious, that firft in a manner among the G redans t greedily dc- 
firing the countries of their neighbours, they made warre againft the 
UWejjeniensjo draw them into (ubie&ion: It is alfo partly manifeft,thac 
they had obftinately fworne amongfr themfclues, not to raife the fiege 
before they had forc'r the City of the aifcftnitos. It is alfo notorious 
that for the great defire they had to rule ouer the Grecians , thev had a-

Wherefore in paffing ouer with filcnce others which gouerne Com- 
A mon wejlcs, if a man lends to Grecians but fixe hundred Crowncs, 
rhty cannot keepe their Faith,although he hath ten promifc.and as tnri 
ny Signatures, and twice as many Witnefles. In regard of the 
in all their Commands, they which mannage great affaires and wealth, 
perforate their duties according to the Faith ofrheir Oiths: whereas in 
other ftates you iha.l find few men carcfull and fearing of the publique 

good, and performing rhedutyof ahhoneft man: foie is a rare chins

Rcfuming then the parts which cohere with the time of the Hifto- 

ry,from whence wee ftrayed,we will in few words make a briefe rclaci- 

onofana<ftion : to the end that nor onely in fpecch,buraIfo ineffe<ft,af. 
ter rhe manner of a good workeman, we may pUinely fhew the vigour 
aud power of the Common-wealth, as it was at that time,propounding 
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fomc excellent action. When as Hannibal had won the Battaile of 
Cannes aga:nft the Romans', he toake eight thoufand men Prifoeers, 
winch had bin appointed for the guard of the Fort or Campe: futfhng 
them all to fend to their fcoufes for their Ranfome andfafety. Hcicnt 


tenne ofthe raoft apparent to Rcme.vpon their Faith to returne againe. 
When3$ one of diem being out of the Fort,was returned,faying that he 
had ior; ;ottcn fomeihing, and hauing taken that which he had left;, he 
went on his way, thinking by this returne to hauc kept his Faith, aad to 
June mad: his Oath voidc and vnprofitable. When they welcome to ^ 
Some , they intreace the Senate not to hinder the ddiucry of the Prifo-* 
ners, and tint they would fuffer them to pay thirtecne Liucrs for a 
man, aad iliac they might returne fafely to their Families. They fay d 
:ha: Hannibal had fo agreed, and that moreouerthey were worthy to 

be pi denied, for chat they had not play d the Cowards in the Battaile, 
nor done any act vn worthy of the Reman name: But being left to guard 
the Catnpe, all the reft being idaine in Battaile, they had becne fuddain- 
ly couironed and brought vnder the Enemies fubicction. But when the 
iitmans ( hauing made great Ioffes during the Warres, and being in a 
manner abandoned by all their Allies, tons they feemed to be in great 

danger for their Countrey ) had heard this fpecch, they were not care- s 
Idle ofeheir honour, to yceldvnto their mifery: neither did they dif- 
daine any thing that was needfullrobe done. But confidering Hanmbals 
intention, who thought by this pra&iceto draw away their Trcafure, 
and withal codif- inheartcn&difcouragc his enemies in battaile,flicw- 
ing couertly that the vsnquifoed had yet feme hope rcmaining.and were 
fotaircfromyeeldingto that which was required,as they were neither 
jnoued to piety the Prifonars, normadc any accompt ofthe future fault: 
of men ; making it knowne (in refufing to redeeme their men) that the 
conceit and hope which Hannibal had in them was viiac. Fiailiy, they 
haue cnioyned their Souldicrs by a law,tO vanquilh in fighting orp die, c 
for that being vanquifhed there remained no hop# of (afety. After 
which things decreed, they fent backe the *i«e Embaffadours,who wil¬ 
lingly returned according to their promift , dcliucring hi« who had 

thought cunningly to breake his Faith to the Iscny, bound hand and 

foote ; fo as Hannibal was not f# glad ofthe BateaiJe wonne sgainft the 
Romans, asforrowfull, wondri»g at the cooftancy and ^agBiaimity of 
thefe men in their rcfoiutioBs.

hold of the Oxes Hornes,thou (halt haue it wholy in thy fubicdHon. By 
the homes he meant iHhomate ,and the Acroeorinthe: and by the Oxe,

Then Philip returning to Arste, art thou of this aduice' And when 
as ^Arate fpake nothing,he intrcaced him to deHucr his opinion • who 
after hehadconfidercd thereon,anfw«ed, thou may ft keepe it, if thou 
csnft prouidc in fuch fort that the accord with the Atbemem may not 
be infring’d. If in taking it thou pQts a Garrifon,thou (hah loofc all the 
A Forr,and the Garrifon it fclfc ( meaning his fay tb) which thou haft re* 
ceiued from ^Antigonns ,in giuing the Guards to the Allies. Confider 
whether it be now better, that in putting me forth, thou loofeft this 
fidelity, and that by this meancs thou fetleft Garrifons oucr rhe Mejje- 
mens ,and olher Allies. But Philip had a great defire to breake the ac¬ 
cord ; rhe which bis following a&ions made manifeft. And when hcc 
had a little before bccnefharpely reprehended by yong Arste for the 
defeats of fome men, aDd that the elder (haui&g fpoke freely and with 

authority) had inrreated him not to giuean eafie eare to (uchfpeeches 
as (hould be vfed vnto him, (hame retrained him: and taking his right 
8 hand,well fayd he,let vs follow the fameCourfe. 

In regard of the City of the Ssrdins ,there were continually combats 
and dangerous encounters. For the fouldiera of ey ther fide ftudied day 
and night to fruftrate one anothers polliciesby new (nuentiotti- to write 
all which ita particular would be no lefie vflprofitable the# tedious. Acd 
whenasthe fiege had continued full two yecres >L*g*rM of Csniy ,a man 

well experienced in the art of warre, hailing Conftdered with himfelfe,' 

that many times ftrong Cities fall cafily into the Enemies hands,by the 
negligence of the inhabitants, who relying vpon their fortification 
made as well by nature as art, allure thcmfclues and grow idle; And 
q knowing likewife how they are accuflomed to fet guards in ftrong pla- 
^ ces , which might make heads againft the Enemies attemps: Seeing 

likewife according to his conceit the defpaireof them all, that they 

(hould not be able totaketha Sardins Fort by this meancs * and that 
want of victuals and muiitioo, remained fa their Iaft hope to take if? 

The more he confidcrs therein, aid ftudics by whatrnc«o« he might 
findc fome occafion to furprixe cheCity. And when as afterwards hcc 

found that the courting of the place, which they call Serie (it ‘is that f4 

which ioynes the City with the Fort) was without guard, it happened sA ncgii 
that according to his hope and opinion, he difeouered the negligence g cncc - 
of the guard by his prefumption. 

D This place was very rough tad fteepe, hauing a valley neere vnto if, 
into the which they of the City caft theirdead carrion: Whither re¬ 
ferred a great number oF vulture and other rautning Birds. When this 
man fawthat thefe Birds after they were full gorg’d, pearch daily vpon 

the top of the valley,and on the wall,he knew thereby, that ofneceffi- 
ty this courtine was abandoned, aid for tie moftjpart without guard. 

Than approaching wifely in the night, hec fought meancs to get vp. 
Aadwfceafcc fgundthatiia ccttaioe place of the valley they might 
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afcend, he aduertifed the King. Who concerning a good hope, per- 
fwaded Lsgoras to continue his enterprise, piomiiing to doc what 
pollibly bee could. Lager*s iatrcits the King, to giue him for 
companions Thecdotc the Etoiten, and Denis Ciptaine of his guard, 
and that hec would command them to bcarc him company to 
lay this Aabuffc: For they feemed to bee able men and fufficient 
lor this emexprize. And when the King had fatisfyed his demaod 3 they 
agree together,and by a common coofent make choyfe of a night,when 
as part of the morning had no mtonc-light. After which the day before 
at Sunnc-fctting, they maktf choyce of fifrccoe ftrong and refolute men, A 
to mount vp the ladders with them,and to gaine the wall, who io this 
hardy cntcxpnze fhould be their companions. 

Then they chofe thntyother , tolyealittlo dite of in A mb*fc: 

to the end that when they had recoucred the wall, they ffiould fall vpon 

the next gate, andftriue to breake the hinges and ioynrs, and the 
others within the barres and loekes.

But when as no man prefented him- 
felfe, in the end he befiegedthem, which wasan Enterprize wherein 
hec wasfruftrated afwcll as of the firft, although the Horfc-mcn of 
the Wings affailcd them in Troupes, calling Darts into their Campe 
with great cries : And the foote- men charge them by Bands, labou! 
ring to breake the Pillifado. Yet they could not dinert the Romans 
from their former refolution, rcpulfing thofc which afiailed the Palli- 
c fadoe with great ftrength and Courage : And being woil armed, they 
went not out of the Campe with their Enfignes. Hannibal bearing 

thefe things impatiently, and the rather for that the Romans could 
not any way bee annoyed from the Towne, ftudied what order 
he might take for the prefcnt Affaires. For my part, Ithinkethat the 
cafe falling out thus', feemes to haue made notonely the Carthagini¬ 
ans to doubt, but all other men to whom the knowledge thereof 
hath come.

onelyatthe bottome or foote of Mountaines againft the Enemies: 
ButnowbcinginafairePlaine, and in the openeft place of all Italy, 
befiegiog a ftrong Towne, they were aflailcd by them of all fides, a- 
gainft whom they dutft not once thinkc or immagine to make head, 
being fo much difheartned.

finnes doubly. Firft the Spe^ators haue no companion, but are ad- 
monifhed as of their o wnc miferies : whereby not cnely cnuyburalfo 
choker inflames them againft the fortunate. The remembrance of their 
Ownc calamities is as irwerea ftirringvpro hatred againft the Au- 

thours. It is true, that it may be there is fomc fhew of reafon for the 

drawing of Gold and Siluer. For they could not haue attained to the 
Empire, if they had not gotten thepowe* taken fromothers.

But as the afore-faid things haue a difference not oncly betwixt 
g them, but alfo in themfelues, it is moft neceffary to know what bee 
their augmentations and diminutions.

C diicoucredjdotonely fades of his Enrerprize, but is in danger to be 
wholly defeated. Occafioo is the Miftrcfle of all humane affaires, and 
efpecijllv in the Art of Warre.

Whereas if hee had aim’d truely at the time appointed by the agree¬

and had brought his Army when as his Confederates had 


power to let him in, he had not failed in his Enterprise, 

In like manner Phil'tf (aswee haue formerly fayd,) hailing plotted a fheer 
fccret furprizeof the City ofthe Melitetns^ failed doubly. He brought vbwp, 

" not Ladders of a fufficient length,as the bufinefle required, neither did 
he obferue the time. For hailing refolued to arriuc at Mid-night, whefl 
as all the World flepr, heediflodg’d before the time from LariJJcmxh 
his Army, and came too foone into the Meliteens Countrey. For 
this caufe as he could not ftay, fearing to be difcoucrcd by the Citizens, 
nor yet fteale away, he gaue an aflault to the Ciiy, the Inhabitants 
being yet awake.

As likewife Nicids which was Chiefe of the K^ithenians , might 
haue prefer tied rhe Army which hee had neare vnto SaragoJfe y and 
had taken a fit occafion in the Night to lay an Ambufli, to the end mtM ' 
hee might not bee aifeouered by the Enemy, hee retired into a fafe 
place : Afterwards hec remooued not his Camp# through fupCrfti- 
£ tion , for that the Moone was Eclipfed, as if {hec had fore-told 
fome enfuing danger and misfortune. But it happened vnto all, as 
well to the Army as Captaines, to fall into the bands of the Sara- 
gtflws, when as the Night following Nicias raifed his Campe, be¬ 
ing difcoucrcd by the Enemies. Notwithftandlng hee might in fach 

affaires haucbecne made wife by fuch as haue had experience, that 
jhe cSmodity of time ought not to be ncgle&ed for fuch things,making 
the ignorance ofthc Enemy his comfort.

ofthedibifioninthc Armies, what might happen, and what fortune 
had befalne his Father, he was nothing amazed at the Carthaginians y . 
neither did he faint as many vfually doe. But after that he vndcrftood . 
that the Allies on this fide the Riuer of Ebro, continued con Rant in 
their Fricndfhip , and that the Commanders of the Carthaginians 
were in difeord, and oppreft the Subie&s, hee affefted the Wane 
with an allured courage, hauing no confidence in Fortune, but in wife 
Councell. When he arriued in Spaine t he moued them all, and ha¬ 
uing enquired of the Enemies a&ions, he vnderftood that the Cartha- 
gtmans Armies were diuidedinto three : and that UMago .made his ” 
abode within the Pillars of Bercults , at certainc places called earnest 
And that '^Afdrsbal the Sonne of Scone , was neare the mouth of a 
Riuer by Fortugak * the other e*Afdr»bal in the Car pent ins Countrey 
held a City bed eged .• Either of which places were many dayes jour¬ 
ney diftant from the City of the Qtnetcins. Studying then whether 
he iliould refolue to giue Battailc vnto the Enemy, if it were againft 
all their forces, he fhould be in danger to be defeated, as well in re¬ 
gard of that which had befalne his Predcceflors, as for that their Ar¬ 
mies were great. If likewife he laboured to fight with the one, it 
was to be feared that in flying the Battailc, the other Armies would B 
come , and by this meaneshee fhould be inclofcd, falling into the like 
DHafters, whereunto his Vcclc Cairn and his Father Fublm had 
beene fubiedl. 


Wherefore leaning this aduice, when be vnderftood that Carthago 
was a great cafe vnto the Enemies, and would be a great annoyance to 
him in this Warre, he confidered of cuery thing, winning among the 
Eiictcs. When he was aduertifedin the beginning that it had Ports 
which might conraineall the Sea. army of Spaing : hauing likewife a 
Markine feituation, fpacious and commodious for the Carthaginians % 
for rhe Nauigacion which comes from Ljbia: and likewife for that the 
Trcafure and Baggage for the Army, with all the hoftagesof Spaing 
were kept there; adding thereunto the great aduantage, for that the Fort 
had not aboue a thoufand Souldiers in Garrifon, for that they neucr fuF 
pe&ed that any man would prefume to befiege it, the Carthaginians be»

But a popular power puts not her liberty into 
the hands of Mercenaries, after they haue defeated their Enemies.: 
Whereas a Ty rant the greater Enterprize he makes, the more fouldiers 
be hath need off. For as he doth more outrages, fo he hath more wat¬ 
chers oner his life. 

The fafety then of Monarches confifts inthe good affedfion, and 
B forces of his forreine Souldiers. Wherefore then it hapned that the

wants not much but being tripled, the order hath bcene made with¬ 
out any fpace betwixt. In what place then hath he ordered the multi¬ 
tude of Souldiers, but in the Reare of the Horfe. men 1 But hee will 
lay no, and that they fought with the Macedonians at their firft com- 
m* n g* Of neceffitic there muff be an vniting made, feeing that the 

order of the Horfe-men held the moiety of the place towards the Sea 

A the other towards the Mountains being kept by rhe Mercenaries! 

Hereby we may inferre, how clofe the Horfe. men were vnited, and 

what fpace there muft be from the Riuer vntothe Campe. Then hee 

£u h> A thatWlientiie Encm * cs approached, Darius being in the midft 
of his Armie, called vneo him the Mercenaries and their Wing. But 

wc may doubt how this is fpoken. For it is neccflaric that the Horfc- 
fnen and Mercenaries fhould be ioyned about the middeft of this fame 
place. When as Darius was in the middeft of his Mercenaries how 
hath he call’d them i Finally hee fay th, that the Horfe-men of the 
right Wing fought with Alexander his firft comming: and that hee 
rcceiued them valliantly, and fought with them in front, and that 
the Combatc of cy thcr fide was very furious. 

In regard of that which was fpoken by him that the Riuer was irf 
the middeft (as a little before we haue deliucrcd) hee hath forgotten 

himfdfc. Finally, he writes things of Alexander like vnto thefe. He 

faith that hee paft into Afia , accompanied with forcie Thoufand’foor 

and roure Thoufand fiue hundred Horfe. And as he would haue ad- 
uaOced, there came vnto him out of Macedony other fiue Thoufand 
foote, and eight hundred Horfc: And although that for the affaires 
of his long abfence, he had left three thoufand footc, and three hun- 
dred Horfti, yet he had fortie two thoufand remaining. Thefe things 
C prefuppofed, hee fayth that Alexander was aducrcifed of Darius defc 

cent into Sicilia , fo hee was not abouc a hundred furlongs from him 

and that he had alrcadie paft the ftreights of the Countrie, and for 

■f, caufc turning head he repaft them againe, putting the great Batta¬ 
lion m Front, then the Horfe-mcn, and after *U t hc reft of the bag¬ 
gage of the Army. &. 

And when became afterwards into the plaine, that alkhe bag we 
being packc vp, hee commaunded that being mingled with the Batts 
lion, they fhould make their rankes, containing firft about two and 
P thime in number, thenof fixteene, and of eight neerc the Enemy. 
Thefc Speeches haue leffe rcafon then thc former. For as the furlong 

containsthefe fpaces fixteene buodred men, when a rancke is of 
eightecne men, foas they be cilery one feparared aFathomc, it is 

manifeft and doth plainly appeare that the ten will comaine fixteene 
Thoufand men, and twentie double the number, Thc which mav 

eafily appeare, for that when as Alexander ordred his Army by fixe, 
teene men in a rancke, it was Very neceflary that the place ffiould bee 
of twenty Furlongs, and yet all the Caualleric remained and 
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ten thou-and Foote. Finally, hec faith, that hee led hiswholq Army 
in Front againft the Enemies, being yet forty Furlongs olfc But that is 
fo ftrangc, as wee can hardly imagine any thing more infcnfible. Where 
(hall wee findc fuch fpaccs in the Champion Countrey euen in Cilicia , 
that a Battailc fet in order, holding twenty Furlongs in breadth, and 
forty in length, may march in the Front? There are fo many hiode- 
ranees to order this forme of Battailc , as they can hardly be numbred. 
Moreouer, the fayings of Calsslhems glue nofufficicnt arguments fo 
pttrchafecrcdite. For hee fayth, that the Torrents which fall from 
the Mountains, make fo many and fuch great Moores and Fcnns, as A 
he allures vs that a great numbev of Ferfans perifhed there in the flight. 
But would Darius fuddainly {hew bimftlfe'againft the Enemy? Is 
there nothing more eafie then a Battalion broken and Teamed in Front? 
But hoW'mucn more eafie is it to order a Battailc inaconucnient paf- 
iage,thcn toleadcan Army dirc&ly to fight, being broken and {cat- 
tred in woody and crooked places ? And therefore it were better to 
leade an Army clofe and vnited, and double rather then Qua¬ 
druple.

But CaUfihtnts be- 
fldes the reft, orders not the Horfc men in Battaile, when he led tbe Ar¬ 
my in Field, being in Front, ordring the Foote-men equally. It is 
a 1 fo a ftrange thing when hee faith, that Alexander being nearc the Ene¬ 
my, comprehended the order of his Battalion of eight for a Ranke : 

So it is mantfeft that neceftarily the length of this Battalion contained 
the {pace of about forty Furlongs. Bet if they hauc beene (as the Po¬ 
et faid ) dole together, fo as they haue beene ioyned one to another: 
Yet it would be neceflary, that the place ftiould containc Twenty Fur¬ 
longs. And y et he faith, there were but fourercene : and that in fuch q 
fort, as one part was towards the Sea ^ and a moiety of the Army vpon 
the right hand i and that moreouer all the armed men had place fof- 
ficient on the fide of the Mouotaincs, to the'end they might not bee 
HipprefTt by the Enemy holding the borders of the Hills. 

Wee know well that makes a crooked order within .* But we al- 
fo leauc out ten tboufand Foote, which exceeds the meanes which he 
hath giuen : So as the length of this Battalion according to Califthe- 
w/,harh want of abouetwelue Furlongs, in the which it is necefla-

Wherefore they goe rafhly out of their lodgings 
and Tents, fome being yet afleepe, and others drinking ; So as 
many were crulht in peeces by them at the Tally of the Palliladoe^nd 

and many were burnt : In regard of thofc which fled the flames, they 
were all ilaine, falling into the Enemies hands, not knowing what (hould 

befall them, nor what to doe. 

When a: the fame time the Cdrthdginium faw this great fire and 
high flames, thinking the NumidUns Palli&doe was on fire, fome g 
went prefently to h cl pc them : all the reft ran out of the Catnpe 
without Armes, (landing before their Pallifadoe amazed, they ex¬ 
pected what the end would be. When as things fticcecdcd accor- 
- ding to Safio's intent, he fails vpon chofe which were come our of che 
Campe , and purfuing others into it, hee prefefttly fets fireon theit 
lodgings. The like happened to the Pbtnicuns^ well by fire as by 
other miferics and misfortunes, where with the Numidtns were 

afflicted. 

But when as K^Afdrub&l had difeouered by the euent, that this fire of 
the Numiduns was not flccidentall, but by the policy md courage ^ 
of the Enemy, heeceafcd fuddaialy from giuing Succours, making 
hide to faue himfelfe, for that there was little hope remaining. The 
fire fuddaialy wafted and cocifumed all : There were no more paflages 
for Horfes, Sumpters» atvi«** c n, among the which fome were halfc 
dead, and bu«* vrith the fire , others were terrified and amazed, fo 
as they which made preparation to defend themfdues valiantly, were 

hlndred, neither was theie any mcancsof hope, byreafon of the 

trouble and confufion.

In re¬ 
gard ofrbe valiant men, hec mingied them by fpaces 1 fore-feeing that 
which doth vfually happen, to the end that remaining vndanted both 
in body and courage, he might make vfe of their forces at need. He 

deferues pardon in this, that hauing omitted ‘nothing that might feruc 
to vanquifh , yet he hath beenc fruftrated, feeing that before hee bad q 
beene inuincible. It happens fomerimes that fomc a&ions refift the at¬ 
tempts of good men: and fometimes it happens that a good man is’prc- 
uented of bis defire by him that is better; the which may then be fayd 

to hauc happened by Hannibal.

their imuft ice, had (in denying mercy and pardon; made them fubic<ft 
vnto their Enemies. j 

This Speech being ended, hec promifed them Clemency and Fa- 
uour c Teaching them withall what they wete to indure: The which is 
comprehended in thefe Articles. That they (hould Ifcroe vfito the Car• 
thaghians the Cities which they had in ^Affrickt before this laft Warre Ic«ff dc ’°! 
attempted againft the Romani , 1 and the Countries which anciently they p»und<. j t y ° 
held, and finally their Cattle, Bodies, and other Wealth. Moreo- $C9plQ (O efic 
ud it was granted them, that from that day they might liue free with- 
oat any let or hindcrance of their Uwes aod Cuftomcs. This wag 
that which was granted them of grace. Againe they added thefe 
contrary Articles; That the CartbdgHHans fhodtd make reftitutiort, of 
the vniuft fpoiles which they had committedagaififttbc Romans during 
thy Trace .* That they (houjdrcftorc all the^Captiues and Fugitiucs, 

C which they had had during the Warre : They (hould dcliuer all their 
iong Veffcls except ten Gallies And in like manner the Elephants: noc 
to attempt to make any Warre'biit of Ajfritie-,- hot in cAffricke it felfc 
without the con(cntof the Ronmtf To teftorc^nto King CUajJamffa, 
the Houfes, fields, Cities, and whatfoeuer had belonged to him or 

his PredeceflbtS, within the limits that (hould be fee down* : ThaC 
they (hould nouri(hthe Army for three taonerhs, and pay them w»Hil 
thcanfwcre were retu rned from "Romo .* And according Vflt6 the Ac¬ 
cord pay fixe Millions of Gold y within fifty Yeareil, after the rate of 

(ixfcore thoufand Crownes yearely: That they (hould giue in Hd&gc 

D for theaffurance of their faith, a hundred yong men, as the Commaun- 

dcr (hould appoint, which (hould not be viwer the Age of fourctceno 
Yearcs, nor a bone thirty. 

The Roman General! propounded thefe things vnto the Carthaginian 
Embaftadors, wfifc made haft to make their Report. They fay , that 
when as a certain* iSenator, laboured toconrradia the (aid Articles in 
the Senate, Hannibal ftepping fooreh drew him out of bis Scare: And * 

when as the reft w«re difoonteoted, for that hec had done againft rhe 

Cuftome 













Cuftomc of the City: Bnnmbal fteppes vp againe and faith, (as it is re¬ 
ported) that if he had committed any thing againft their Cuftome and 
comfc of lining, he was to be pardoned: For they knew well that be¬ 
ing a young Boy of nine ycarcs of age, he had gone out of the Coun¬ 
try, and returned againeatthc age of fine and forty : For ibis caufe 
he intreated them that they would not haueany regard to thar,whereirt 
he had tranfgreft rheir Cuftome, confidering rather that if he fuffered 

for the affaires of the Country : It was for them he had fallen into this 

anf & reffion. Finally that it feemed wonder full and ftrangc to him, if 

any Carthaginian knowing what Councell had beenc taken againft the A 

Romans , afwdl for the publickeaspriuate good, did not adore For- 
tune : Seeing that now being made fubiedi vnto them, they had put- 
chaicd fuch grace and fauour: Whereof if any one would haue put the 
Country in Hope , fome daies before the Romans had the Vi&ory, hce 

would not hauc becne able to fp cake for the greatneffe and CJSCtfTe of the 

apparent rniferies, 

Wherefore he intreated them againe, not to do any thing flowly, 
n or by Difcourfe: And that confenting all with one voice ro the Arti¬ 
cles of the peace , they fhould Sacrifice vnto the Gods, and pray that 

the people of Rome might confirme them. When it feemed that hee B 

had giuen wife aduicc, and fit for the time, it was concluded to accept 
the Accord prescribed, and to pafFe it with the Romans. Wherefore 

they fuddainly fent away the fame men ip Embaffic which had comra- 
didted the Articles.

Someaflembled acthe Theater with cries, others cncoura* tl M Kl v ^ 
ged one another , and fome ran to hide thctnfelues in houfes, afld pla¬ 
ces that were not fufpe#ed. And when the fpacious places about the 

Hall; the place for running of Horfcs, and the Court about Dyemrfin 
us Theater, were fill’d with a multitude of all forts of men. Agatbo- 
dcs hearing this, rifeth vp being drunkc, after that hce had emptied 

his gorge, and came vnto the King after hee had taken all his Kinfrueft 

except Pbilon. 

B Aftet hee had vfed fome Speech mowing to companion, hec takes 
him by the hand, and leads him to the Armory of landings, felted 
betwixt the top and the wrcftling place ; and which bends by the 
way of the Theater : And after hec had opened twoDoorcs, hee 
came to the third, accompanied with two ot three of the Gun id and 
his Kinfmcn.

They which 
were wich o dgatbocles and Agathoclta , retired prcfently to their hou- 
fes. The Guards prcfently forced fome of them, and others were 
thruftonby the people, to feeke them out and kill them. Whereof 
the beginning was by an accident. 

One of the Guard, and a follower to Agathodes named Phylon y be¬ 
ing yet MI with Drinke, came forth into the place. Who when 
lice faw the Mutiny ofthe people, hee fayd vnto the affiftants, thatif 
^ euer Agathodes came forth agarne as hec had done, they would repent 
it They which heard him, fome blamed him, others thjuft him, 
and when hee offred to defend himfdfc, fome fuddainly tearchis 
Cloake, others fhw him miferably with their Iauelings. Whilcft 
they drag’d him about the place yet breathing , and that the Com¬ 
mons had rafted the fury of (hiking , they expeft hourely to hauc 
the reft brought. 

Sooneafterwas the firft, beeing bound and manna- 
clcd ; who going on was fuddaioly thruft thorough by fome one, Agathociet 
wherein hee performed the part ofa Friend, and not of an Enemy, 

For by this meanes they preuent his worthy punifhmenr. They 
13 brought with him Niconmd Agathoclea naked with her Sifters, and 
confcquently all their Parentage : Finally, they drawc Oen^nth; 

out of the Temple, and bring her on horfe-backe naked vnto the Hum*™ Mg* 
place .• When all thefe were deliuered vnto the Commons , fome tbodeaMnc, * 

bite them, others pricke them, and fome pull out their eyes and dif 

member them, vneiilthey were maimed. 

T he Egyptians are wonderfull cruellin their fury. At the fame 
time foma Virgins which hadbeene bredvp with Arcimoc , hearing 
sirene cry ing out that PhtUmmon Tritee had beene prefect at the mur- 
thcrof the Queenc, they fall vppon his houfe, and kill him with yjf of 

q Stones and Staues , fmothcritig his young Sonne. Finally, they 
drag his Wife into the place and kill her. This was the cad of Aga¬ 
thodes and Agathoclea with their Kinsfolkcs. I am hot ignorant what 
Fables and colours fome Hiftoiiographers vfe in thefe a<3ions, to a- 
maze the Readers with a copious aduancemom of words; and other- 

wife then rhe truth containes. 


Some referre this accidenc to Fortune, (hewing bow inconftant and

It is true that in the purfuitc of this Workc I had refolued to belpe my

^nounblefor his courage and prowefTc in the Warre, neither any 
happy mannaging of affaires which ought to bee defired 5 Neither 
did hee vndeiftaod the cimning dnd policy of a Courtier , in the 
which Sofyhiusand many others being very well inftru&ed, hadvfiir- 
ped Kingdomes : The which notwithftanding happened vnto this 
man. Hee grew great by chance, for that Pbilofater was not ablato 
gouernethcRealme.

For which caufes the Carthaginians being mooued ■, they fent word 
that one of them fhould returnc tothe Citty, and that hee which the 

A Souldiers loued beft,ihould remayne in the Campe*. They h^d alfoa* 
nothcr incotmenience: For their great frippes wherewith they brought 
Cerncandothcrnceeflaries to the Gampc, we rein a manner allbrokcn 
in a ftorme. Morcauer Sardinia, from whencethey were woBr to dr-w 
great fuccours for theaffaires of Warre, was loft for them, as we hauc 
layd. And to the end their miferies (hould bs full, the Townes of Vilrr a 
H ipponamd Bifarthe , which alone among altzhc people of Ajfrtcft had mpaX ^ 
kept their Faith inuiolable tothe Carthaginians, not only in this War, from the Car* 
but in that of Agathocles , and in the time of the Rmanes ; teuolted tb ^' num - 
then not onoly ignominioufly from the Ajfricanes , bt$t alfo fliewed 

£ them fuddainly a wonderfull Affedion and Loue : And to the Carthagi¬ 
nians an implacable hatred, calling into the Ditches all the Carthagi¬ 
nians with their Captaines, which were there for their Guard, to the 
number of fiue hundred, after they had cruelly flayne them t Aud they 
.deliuered the Towne, and would sot render the Bodies to the Citizens 

of Carthage to mterre them. 

By this meanes Sftndttts and dtatht grew more infolent, aad layed 

fiege bt^nre Carthage. Ami tear at that time had Hannibal for a compa¬ 
nion inhis charge, whom the Carthaginians fent him, when as the 
Souldiers left Hanna , to whom during the diftention of the Captaines, 

C thcpcoplc of Carthage left a power to retayne whom they pleafcd- A- 
milcar accompanied by Hannibal and Naraue , cuer-ran the whole Pro- 
uioce^ cutting off the Victuals from the enemy; wherein the Numidi - 
an Karaut did him great feruicc. -This was the eftate of their Campes. 

The Carthaginians being thus oppreft by their enemies, were forced to 
craue fuccours from their Allies, to whom at that time ffier&nof Sara- T f he PrUl!cnM 
go fie fent them great aftiftance, fupplying them with whatlocuer they ° 
demaunded. For he was of opinion that the > preferuation of the CaU 
thaginians was neceftary for him , as well for the fafety of his eftate,as 
to entcrtaync the friendftiip of the Romanes ; tothe end that after the 

D ruinc of carthage, they might eafily do whatfoeuer they pleafed with- 

out contradi&ion. 

This was wifely confidcred of him: For in truth no Man muft feeme 
cardeffeof fuchthings, neyther raufttheyfuffer ahy one to grow to 
fo great a power, as he fhall hauc caufeeuer after to fq are a rainifeft 
iniuftice. The Romans alio bound by the* Articles of the peace, did 
what they could poffibly to relieue them. Jc is true, thatin the begin¬ 
ning , there was feme diftencipn for chocaules which follow. When 
the Carthaginians were lift befieged, they cookc about hue hundred
